A still more important authority 
on Mormon society, in the early days 


of Utah, was Captain Stansbury, who 


was sent out by the government to 


survey the lakes, accompanied by 


Lieutenant Gunnison. He says in 
his official report: 

The founding, within the space 
of three years, of a large and flour- 
ishing community, upon a spot 30 
remote from the abodes of men, 30 
completetely shut out by natural bar- 
riers from the rest of the world, so 
entirely unconnected by water.

merce, but, on the contrary, isolated

often hazardous journeys by land — 
presents: an anomaly so very: peculiar, 
that it deserves more than a passing 
notice. In this young and ‘prosperous 
eduntry of ‘curs, where cities grow up 


in a day, oud States spring — ine 


year, the successful planting of 2 
colouy, where the natural advantages 
have been such as to hold out the 
promise of adequate reward to the 


projectors, would have excited no 


surprise; but the success of an en- 
terprise under circumstances so at 
variance with all our pre-conesived 
ideas of its probability, may well be 
considered one of the most remark- 
able incidents of the present age. 

Their admirable system of com- 
bining labor, while each has his own 
property, in lands and. tenementa 
and the proceeds of his industry; the 
skill in dividing off the lands, and 
conducting the irrigating: canals te 
supply the want of rain, which rarely 
falls between April and Ootober; the 
cheerful manner in which 2 — 

applies himself industriously, b 
— ; the: complete, — — 
good neighborhood and quiet in house 
and flelda, form themes for admira— 
tion to the stranger coming from 
the dark and sterile receasea of the 
mountain into this fouriahing 
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valley; and be is struck with wonder | 
at the immense results, produced in so 

short a time, by a handful of indi- 

viduals. 

This is the result of the guidance 
ef all those hands by one master 
mind; and we see a comfortable peo- 
ple residing where, it is not too 
much to say, the ordinary mode of 
subduing and settling our wild lands 
could never have been applied. 

Nothing can exceed the appearance 
of prosperity, peaceful harmony, and 
cheerful contentment that pervaded 
the wholecommunity. Ever since the 
first year of privation provisions have 
been abundant, and want of the ne- 
cessaries and even comforts of life 
is a thing unknown. A design was 
at one time entertained (more, I be- 
lieve, as a prospective measure than 
anything else) to set apart a fund for 
the purpose of erecting a poor-house ; 
but, after strict inquiry it was found 
that there were in the whole population 
dut two persons who could be con- 
sidered objects of public charity, and 
the plan was consequently abandoned. | 
This happy external state of univer- 
sally diffused prosperity, is commented 
on by themselves as an evidence of the 

‘smiles of heaven, and of the special 
‘favor of the deity ; but I think it may 
de most clearly accounted for in the 
‘admirable discipline and ready obedi- 
sence of a large body of industrious 
and intelligent men, and in the wise 
voounsels of prudent and sagacious 

ers, producing a oneness and con- 
@entration of action, the result of 
which has astonished even those by 
whom it has been effected. The 
happy consequences of this system of 
united and weli-directed action, under 
one leading and controlling mind, is 
most prominently apparent in the 
erection of publie buildings, opening 
of roads, the construction of bridges, 
ead the preparation of the country for 
— — ocoupation of a large and 
æupidly - growing population, shertly 
20 be still further augmented by an 
immigration even now on its way, 
from almost every country in Europe. 
~~ The are sincere in their 
lief: if they are credulous, and have 


been deosived by their leaders, the ain, 


if any, rests on them. 
the people to be honest, and imbued 
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with true religious feelings ; and when 
we take into consideration their gene- 
ral character previously, we cannot 
but believe in their sincerity. Nine- 
tenths of this vast population are the 
peasantry of Scotland, England and 
Wales, originally brought up with 
religious teaching at Protestant parish 
churches. They place implicit faith 
in their leaders, who, in a pecunia 
point of view, have fulfilled their 
promise ; each and all of them are 
comfortably provided with land and 
tenements. At first they, of course, 
suffer privation, until they build their 
houses, and reap their crops, yet all 
their necessities in the meantime are 
provided for by the Church, and ina 
social point of view they are much 
happier than they could ever hope to 
have been at their native homes. 
From being tenants at the will of an 
imperious and exacting landlord, they 
suddenly become landholders in their 
own right, free men, living on free soil, 
under a free and enlightened govern- 
ment. 

Considering, again, how all efforts 
for the improvement of these advan- 
tages must necessarily be self-depen- 
dent in such a place, one cannot say 
they have been tardily developed. 
Indeed to me, the manufactures, few 
as they were, and the products and 
settlements sprung up so extensively 
in so short a time, spoke not of a sen- 
sual but of a thrifty and industrious 
population, who, whatever may be 
their delusions in matters of belief, or 
the corrupting influence of their cus- 
toms, at least determined to put their 
hands to the plow, and looking for- 
ward, to work, out of hardship and 
adversity, a comfortable, if not an 
enviable, prosperity. Observe Salt 
Lake City—not a San Francisco, cer- 
tainly—but remember that eight years 
ago not a house stood here, nor a stick, 
nor a stone to build one of. 

The cheerful happy faces, the self- 
satisfied countenances, the curdial 
salutation.of brother or sister on all 
occasions of address, the lively strains 
of —— forth from merry 
hearts in every domicile, as women 
and children sing their ‘‘Songs of 
Zion,” while plying 

ive an expression of a happy society 
— the vales of Deseret. . 
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It certainly argued a high tone of 
morals, and an habitual observance 
of gvod order and decorum, to find 
women and children thus securely 
slumbering in the midst of a large 
city, with no protection from midnight 
molestation other than a wagon-cover 
of linen, and the sgis of the law. In 
the very next enclosure to that occupied 
by our party, a whole family of children 
had no other shelter than one of these 
wagons, where they slept all the win- 
ter, literally out of doors, there being 
no communication whatever with the 
‘inside of their parents’ house. 

All goods brought into the city pay, 
.a& the price of a license, a duty of 
one per cent., except spirituous liquors, 
for which one half of the price at which 
they are sold is demanded ; the object 
of this last impost being avowedly to 
discourage tbe introduction of that 
article among them. It bas, indeed, 
operated to a great extent as a prohi 
-bition, the importer, to save himself 
from loss, having to double the price 
at which he could otherwise afford to 
sell. The result of this policy was, 
when we were there, to bring up the 
price of brandy to twelve dollars per 
gallon, of which the authorities took 
six, and whisky to eight dollars, of 
which they collected four dollars. 

They have determined to keep them- 
selves distinct from the vices of civil- 
ization. During a residence of ten 
weeks in Great Salt Lake City, and 
my observations in all their various 
settlements, amongst a homogeneous 
population of over seventy-five thou- 
sand inhabitants, it is worthy of 
record that I never heard any obscene 
or improper language, never saw a 
man drunk, never had my attention 
called to the exhibition of vice of any 
sort. There are no gambling houses, 
grog shops, or houses of ill fame in all 
their settlements. They preach mo- 
rality in their churches and from their 
stands, and, what is as strange as it 
is true, the people practice it, and 
religiously believe their salvation de- 
pends on fulfilling the behests of the 
religion they have adopted. | 

A liquor law enforced pretty strictly, 
compels sobriety, which virtue is, 
therefore; no subject for praise. 
Swearing, at least blasphemous swear- 
ing, in the public streets, is prohibited 
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under pain of a five-dollar fine for 
each offence ; the fine is scarcely ever 
imposed, but violation of the law is 
uncommon, and very rarely in public 
or private do you hearan oath. Theft, 
even in petty things, such as vegeta- 
bles or fuel, is prevented, not by pro- 
secution, but by the known rule, that 
if a man steals two or three times he 
is ordered to become honest or leave 
the country for good. Not that Mor- 
mons ever pretend there are no bad 
men among them; nay, agreeable to 
their principles, they will tell you that 
a Mormon, if bad, will be worse than 
other men, because he sins against 
greater light and knowledge, and after 
receiving the Spirit of God. Con- 
firmatory of this, I have met at Salt 
Lake with two or three very proper 
scoundrels; but, taking the people 
all around, I consider them as moral, 
industrious, fair-dealing and hospita- 
ble a set as one is apt to fall in with. 

In social parties and lively meetings 
the Mormons are pre-eminent, and 
their hospitality would be more readily 
extended to strangers had they suitable 
dwellings to invite them into. In their 
social gatherings and evening ties, 
patronized by the preserce of the Pro- 
phets and Apostles, it is not unusual 
to open the ball with prayer, asking 
the blessing of God on their amuse- 
ments, as well as upon any other 
engagement; and then will follow 
the most sprightly dancing, in which 
all join with hearty good will, from 
the nighest dignitary to the humblest 
individual; and this exercise is to 
become part of the Temple worship, 
to praise God in song and dances.’ 

These private balls and soirees are 
frequently extended beyond the time 
of cock-crowing by the younger mem- 
bers, and the remains of the evening 
repast furnish the breakfast for the 
jovial guests. 

Toward the end of April, 1854, about 
ten days previous to the departure of 
Governor Brigham Young, on his 
annual visit to the southern settle- 


‘ments of Utah, tickets of invitation 


to a grand ball were issued in his name. 
4 had the honor to receive one of 
them, 


At the appointed hour I nade my 


appearance, chaperoned by Governor 
oung, who gave me a general intro- 
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duction. A larger collection of fairer 
and more beautiful women I never saw 
in one room. All of them were 
dressed in white muslin, some with 
pink and others with blue sashes. 
Flowers were the only ornaments in 
the hair. The utmost order and the 
strictest decorum prevailed. Polkas 
and waltzes were not danced ; country 
dances, cotillions, quadrilles, etc., 
were permitted. At the invitation 
of Governor Young I opened the ball 
with one of his wives. The Governor, 
with a beautiful partner, stood vis-a-vis. 
An old-fashioned cotillion was danced 
with much grace by the ladies, and the 
Governor acquitted himself very well 
on the ‘light fantastic toe.’ After 
several rounds of dancing, a march 
was played by the band, and a proces- 
sion was formed ; I conducted my first 
partner to the supper room, where I 
partook of à fine entertainment at the 
Governor’s table. There must have 
been at least two hundred ladies pre- 
sent, and about one hundred gentle- 
men. I returned to my quarters at 
twelve o’clock, most favorably im- 
pressed with the exhibition of public 
society among the Mormons.” 

These pictures, from the pens of 
distinguished travelers and newspaper 
correspondents, excellently illustrate 
Mormon society, from the founding 
of Utah to the date of the Buchanan 
expedition. A fitting close is presented 
by the following testimony of Stans- 
bury : 

„Before taking leave of the Mor- 
mon community, whose history has 
been the subject of no little interest 
in the country, I cannot but avail 
myself of the opportunity again to 
acknowledge the constant kindness 
and generous hospitality which has 
ever been extended to the party during 
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a sojourn of rather more than a year 
among them. The most disinterested 
efforts were made to afford us, both 
personally and officially, all the aids. 
and facilities witbin the power of the 
people, as well to forward our labors 
as to contribute to our comfort. and 
enjoyment. Official invitations were 
sent by the authorities to the officers. 
of the party engaged in distant duties 
on the lake, to participate in the cele- 
bration of theirannaal jubilee, on the 
24th of July, and an honorable posi- 
tion was assigned them in the proces- 
sion on that occasion. Upon our final 
departure, we were followed with the 
kindest expressions of regard, and of 
anxious hopes for the safety and 
welfare of the party upon its home- 
ward journey. Though this people 
fled to a foreign country to enjoy the 
liberty that persecution denied them 
in the States, as soon as they found 
that their adopted land had come 
under the jurisdiction of the stars. 
and stripes, which consummation their 
own valor in the army of the Pacific: 
had helped to effect, they embraced 
the earliest opportunity of declaring 
their adherence to the great charter 
of liberty and national glory, and 
announced to the world that it was. 
given to our patriot fathers by divine 
inspiration, and that they would up- 
hold and defend it, ‘though all the 
original parties should secede and: 
trample it under foot. 

They will make no law forbidden by 
the sacred Constitution of the United 
States, and they predict that the day 
is not far distant when they will be 
solicited by patriotic American citizens. 
to descend from their rocky fastnesses 
to enforce its provisions among those 
led astray by frantic political dela- 


sion.”

For a considerable time previous to 
the opening, living streams of people, 
the juveniles greatly preponderating, 
poured into the great building. 

rin- 


children with their attendant su 
‘tendents and teachers occup the 
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floor of the Tabernacle, and numbered 
probably in the vicinity of five thou- 
sand. The public, as spectators, 
occupied the huge gallery, which ap- 
peared to be filled to the extent of its 
capacity. 

Besides the choristers from the 
Sunday Schools of the city, eight car- 
loads came in from the settlements 
south, by the Utah Southern, and 
joined in the Jubilee. A large num- 
— of people also came from the north, 
to be present at the celebration. 

Besides the officers of the Sunday 
School Union, Elder George Q. Can- 
non, President, and Elder George 
Goddard, assistant, and the two 
Counselors of the latter, Elders 
Willes and Evans, in the superin- 
tendency of Sunday Schools in this 
county, there were present, of the 
First Presidency of the Church, 
Brigham Young, John W. Young 
and Daniel H. Wells, also Apostles 
John Taylor and Charles C. Rich. 

At fifteen minutes to eleven the 
vast concourse was called to order, 
by assistant Superintendent Goddard, 
the conductor, Professor C. J. Thomas, 


stepped upon the platform, waved bis 


wand, and the whole mass of juve- 
niles in the body of the hall arose, 
Has with one impulse, to their feet. 
They sang the opening chorus, We 
Meet Again,” filling the surrounding 
air with sweet melody. 

There is no music so thrillingly 
effective, no sounds that are so cap. 
tivating and inspiring, as those that 
proceed from the exercise of the 
voices of youth, innocence and 
purity, and as the harmonious notes 
of this simple lay fell upon the 
audience, they could not help, un- 
less lost to the higher senses of the 
human heart, being moved with in- 
describable and pleasurable emotions. 

The opening prayer was offered 
by Elder John Taylor, after which 
the children sang, Go when the 
morning sbineth.“ 

It would take too much space to go 
through the programme in detail and 
dwell upon the merits of the various 
performances. It is sufficient to ob- 
serve that the children sang most 
charmingly, and the large audience 
-could not fail to be delighted with it. 

The Tenth Ward brass band per- 
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formed several pieces very effectively, 
with their usual ability ; the singin 
of the adult choir was all that coul 
be desired, and brother William D. 
Owen sang, The Pioneers” in fine 
style. 

Master George E. Anderson recited 
a very beautifully written piece, by 
Miss E. R. Snow, acquitting himself 
ag creditably in the rendition. 

he Union Glee Club sang, ‘‘ Under 
the greenwood tree,” and ‘‘ Praise of 
the Soldier,” very sweetly and with 
excellent effect. The recitation by 
Mr. David McKenzie, of ‘‘ The 
ruined cottage,” was very fine. 

A couple of pieces by twelve young 
ladies, directed by Prof. A. C. Smyth, 
were beautifully sung. 

Much credit is due to Professor 

Thomas, the conductor, for the effi- 
cient manner in which he acquitted 
himself, not only yesterday, but alse 
for the amount of assiduous and skilful 
— labor he must have be- 
stowed. he accompaniments and 
other performances on the grand organ, 
by Professor Jos. J. Daynes, were all 
that could be desired. 
Duriug the course of the Jubilee, 
President B. Young delivered a brief 
address, during which he gave a suc- 
cinct account of the leading events 
connected with the history of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints. He also, in a clear and 
concise manner, gave some excellent 
advice to the children. The address 
was one of remarkable comprehensive- 
ness, notwithstanding its brevity, 
being multum in parvo. 

The committees made most ample 
arrangements for the comfort of the 
children, for whom an immense quan- 
tity of lemonade had been prepared, 
and 12,000 buns were distributed 
among them and the audience. 

The appearance of the building 
during the Jubilee could not well be 
described. From the vast ceiling hu 
the mammoth floral centerpiece, an 
all over it were festoons composed of 
evergreens and flowers. On the pilas- 
ters of the gallery breastwork were 
green garlands with fillings of flowers, 
and, floral hanging baskets were sus- 
pended between the pillars which 
support the gallery. Wavy festoonsin 
double row, also surrounded the space 


parallel with the pillars. The decora- 
tions, which were mostly 8 by 
the cunning hands of the ladies, were 
very creditable, and gave the ceiling the 
appearance of an inverted garden. 

ut for the main beauty of the scene 
the eyes had to be turned to the floor 
of the building, where were assembled 
the thousands of beautiful, innocent 
children. There was presented a 
picture of great variety. The mingling 
of bright colors, in the dresses and 
adornments of the little ones, blue and 
pink, with white for a ground work, 
preponderating among the yirls, while 
the darkerand less sprightly colors worn 
by the boys, gave variety and attract- 
iveness. Above all these was that sea 
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of beautiful, up- turned intelligent faces, 
Such scenes are suggestive of profit- 
able reflection, and foroibly remind one 
of the magnitude of the latterday work 
of the Lord. Forty-seven years ago 
last April, the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints numbered but six 
members, and see to what an extent it 
has grow in that time] The principles 
which have bound the people together, 
and have caused the community to 
assume its present proportions, will, 
with those who are their examplars, 
and exponents, eventually fill the 
whole earth.” Let the mathematically 
inclined make a calculation, based on 
the past rate of increase, and form a 
conclusion.— Deseret News.

It would enable man 
to endure with patience and forti- 
tude all the multiplied afflictions, 
misfortunes and ills to which they are 
subject in this momentary life. It 
would almost banish the baneful 
effects of fear and gloom, and melan- 
choly from the earth, and thus give 
new tone and energy to all the various 
departments of society. The long 
night of darkness and saperstition is 
now far spent. The truth, revived 


in its primitive simplicity and purity, 
hike the day star of the horizon, lights 
= the dawn of that effulgent morn 
when the knowledge of God will cover 
the earth as the waters cover the sea. 
With what propriety then, may the 


rising generation look forward with a.

tance from all the associations, affec- 
tions and endearments which are 
interwoven with your very existence 
here, and in which were mingled all 
the sweets of life? No wonder, then, 
that such should cling to life, and 
shrink from death with terror and 
dismay ; no wonder that such should 
feel insupportable and overwhelming 
grief at the loss of friends; for who 
can bear the thoughts of eternal sepa- 
ration from those lovely scenes with 
which they have been accustomed to 
associate from early infancy? Who 
can endure to be torn from those they 
love dearer than life, and to have all 
the tender cords of affection which 
twine around the heart with mutual 
endearment, severed and destroyed 
forever ? 

Let us then endeavor to inspire the 
minds of those who are placed under 
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our care and instruction, with a firm 
faith in and lively sense of this the 
most important of all subjects, the 
resurrection of the body, and eternal

-doleful character.” Is it customary then to make merry over death? Or is 
our writer so bubbling over with jocularity that no season, circumstance, or 
place can be sacredly free from this exuberauce, and no topic so solemn as to 
awe or modify so flippant a scribe? He further concludes, however, that no 
fault can be found with this there, it“ being in good keeping with the lives of 
the Saints.“ Why tho fellow is wrong again, his imagination conceives, and 
then, Herod like, he slays the innocents, and appears to enjoy the paltry 
process. If he thinks the Latter-day Saints are doleful under any conditions, 
he is mistaken, but he is not the first; their faith in God and in his provi. 
dences, their trust in his promises and knowledge of bis Gospel, give them 
that serenity (even under great calamity) which men construe into indifference, 
and that sobered faith born of experience, which men ever have an 
and wilfully misrepresent as to-day. 


We are next led to believe that the Birmingham Elder in speaking of slaudet; 
simply meant it in reference to polygamy. The Editor did know (or should 
have done) that President Young for very many years has been known in 
marriage as a pluralist, by his own frank confession. The revelation on celestial 
marriage was published in England in 1852, and its principles and practice 
have never been denied by the Saints or refuted by the world. The Latter- 
day Saints do not feel it to be any discredit to accept the Bible, or to practise 
& principle which was included in the life of so many of the men of Gud in 
aucient times. I[f they err in this, they err with Moses and Abraham and 
-Jacob, with David and Solomon and Gideon, with Jehoida and Abijah and 
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many others, and the posterity of President Young will be so far like Jesus at. 
all events—they will be of decided polygamic lineage; and even our Editor of 
the Christian Globe” is deriving his assumed but very inappropriate name. 
from the Savior whom he so unwittingly deprecates, and whose Gospel he 80 
little understands. 

But he is not satisfied with thus ridiculing this solemn nne dut he 
goes out of his way to ridicule a stated circumstance of healing. Whether 
this particular case occurred we do not know, but what of that? Whether 
true or imaginary, how does it become a Bible believer, a professed religionist, 
the Editor of the ‘‘ ‘ Christian’ Globe,” to so bring into disrepute an ancient 
Christian ordinance? one, too, commanded (according to the idea of Biblical 
inspiration,) by an Apostle of the Lord, and left on record for the benefit of 
the Saints in every land and throughout all time.

Globe” throws over the matter the air of ridicule, and does this in the face of 
his immense number of Christian readers, and with his large circulation ; thus 
making his paper a stepping-stone to infidelity and a disgrace to the Church. 
How any man who can sneer at the solemnities of a funeral service held in, 
respect to a great, good man, and a personal friend; how any man who can 
trifle with and repeat the slanderous remarks of the secular press in opposition 
to Christian charity ; how any man who considers the polygamic practice of. 
ancient men of God derogatory when practised in our day; how any man 
who can turn to ridicule an ordinance ‘of the New Testament, and ‘ chaff’ a 
poor woman (a widow probably) for, her faith in an ancient Christian ordinance, 
and even dispute the fact of healing, when enquiry among the Latter day 
Saints would have shown him this was far from being uncommon; how any 
such man can be allowed to edit or write for the Christian Globe,” is one of 
those things % no man can understand,” it is indeed funny, and if we had 
not seen it in black and white, we should have taken it for a joke.” 

It is not likely either that any Elder in the Church of Jesus Christ ever said 
that, ‘‘ polygamy was the reason why the Church had not spread.” If polygamy 
is for the gratification of the passions, it should spread the more, if we can 
believe the evidence of our senses in all the cities of boasted Christendom, and 
the practice and faith of both laity and divines, No, Mr. Editor, the secret. 
of your opposition, and the opposition of the clergy and Christign churches in 
general, is for another reason—it is because the revelation of the Gospel by 
Joseph Smith, and its practice by Brigham Young and the Latter-day Saints, 
are a standing testimony to the avarice, the inconsistencies, and the infidelity 
of the Christian churches ; it is because the spirit of the systems of men is in. 
opposition (deadly and wickedly) to the system of Jesus Christ, his Apostles, 
his Testament, and all the revelations which from then till now had their 
origin in the self-same source. ' 

The Elders of Israel are not here to square their course or accept the dictum 
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of „careful observers,” whether they belong to the Daily News” or the 
“Christian Globe,” but without purse and serip are they in the midst of the 
nations, standing by the help of Israel's God, at the defiance of the same, as- 
of all authority, secular or religious, to put them down by argument or state- 
ment drawn from the Scriptures of eternal truth; while a child in knowledge 
can point ont the absolute apostacy of every Church whose name is found 
recorded on the pages of the Christian Globe!” Ah, indeed, the Latter- 
day Saints did lose their savor long ago” with such; and if the Savior is 
correct they need never expect to enjoy it, even if they wished it,—-‘‘ If ye 
were of world, the world would love its own, but because ye are not of 
the world, therefore the world hateth you;” Te shall be hated of all men 
for my sake.” This is not the lot of those who, behind the shelter of a sacred 
name, pander to the tastes and prejudices of those whom they should seek to- 
elevate and inform; not that the Saints care for this misrepresentation 
either, is this written, but to record the names of those who laughed in the 
days of our apparent calamity, and to once more answer a fool according to 
bis folly lest he be wise in his own conceit.”

Deseret Mustum.—The Museum has received specimens of nickel ore, 
from Lancaster County, Pa., presented, with other curiosities, by A. M. 
Musser, Esq. Also rare coins from the Editor of the Herald, and a second 
. donation of fossils from Wm. Bell, Esq., of Logan. Also a Hebrew scroll, on 
vellam, mounted in filligree silver, with Tessera from the Vatican and frag- 
ments of a glass vessel from the ruins of Pompeii, the last among many muni- 
. ficent gifts to this institution by our late beloved President, Brigham Young. 


Tue OCapaciry.—Owing to recent conflicting statements regarding the seat- 
ing capacity of the Tabernacle, we publish the following figures, as supplied us 
by Mr. — Grow, who superintended the construction of the building, 
The inside measurement, on the floor, is 233 feet long by 133 feet wide, and, 
including the stand and platforms, gives a seating capacity of 9,702. The 
gallery is 480 feet long by 30 feet wide, with sitting room for 3,750 persons, 
making a total capacity of 13,452. According to those figures the congregation 
inside the building on Sunday (Sept. 2nd) could not have been much, if any- 
thing, short of 15,000, as several thousands were standing, every available foot 
of space being occupied. 

Neat Improvement,—Mr. Asmussen has a very beautiful improvement at 
the rear of bis premises, west side of East Temple Street. He had con- 
‘structed, of Portland cement, a square tank or basin, 16 feet long, by 9 feet 
-6 inches wide, with rounded corners. In this are three fountains, from which 
_ jets of water or spray can be thrown to a considerable height, emptying into 

the tank, forming a small pond, in which latter a number of small fish swim 
and gambol about. The minature pond empties itself into the water sect on 
the main street, by means of pipes. By the aid of this ingenious and hand- 
some improvement the little enclosed space at the rear is rendered compara- 
tively attractive, and it gives a sanitary advantage, by keeping the’surrounding 
atmosphere moist, and consequently more healthful. 


Mossum.—Brother Barfoot has shown us a fossil oyster, from Peter Leak 
Canon, Washington County. It was found 14 feet bélow the surface, at an 
elevation of 6,000 feet above the present sea level, by Mr. John E Lloyd, by 
whom it was presented to the Museum. This is the finest specimen of the 
bivalve in the fossil state we have seen, and shows that i remote ages 
-similar conditions to those in our modern seas prevailed. r. Lloyd states 
that there is silver in the rocks where this fossil was found. is is not 

wonderful, as sea water contains that metal, and the decay of organic matter 
‘precipitates it. At the Museum there is an Ammonite in which both silver 
And god may be seen, the septa, or divisions of the chambers of the animal, in 
Ws it lived, moved, and had its being, have been replaced by the precious 


; Professor O. C. March has heen indefatigable in bi 1 en * in Utah in 
relation to that branch of geology ‘which deals more wit

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vertebrates; the older the fossil, or the more remote the period when an 
animal lived, provided it had a backbone, or spinal column, the more precious 
the relic would probably be. Not that more recent animals are to be des- 
pised ; the study of bores of fossil horses has enabled the Professor to trace 
the history of the equine race to a period—well, we will not venture to hazard 
an opinion as to the time. He has proved most conclusively that there were 
horses upon this continent, a fact that was denied by some learned commenta- 
tors upon the Book of Mormon, simply because there were none of those 
animals fouud on this side of the Atlantic when the Spaniards came. The 
non-existence of elephants there was also supposed to be a further evidence of 
the unreliability of the statements made in the translation by Joseph Smith 

and now that science bas proved the existence of horses, and elephants, and 
other animals mentioned in the Book of Mormon, it only remains to be proven 
that they lived at a period so recent as sixteen or eighteen bundred years ago. 
Perhaps a few discoveries of fossil bones, such as have been found lately on 
the other side of Jordan River, west of this city, may settle this question. The 
tooth of a horse found there is declared to be a fossil by one of the most 
eminent scientific authorities, because it cannot possibly belong to a modern 
1 but it has all the appearance of having belonged to an animal recently

Salt Lake is gradually falling. It is fully nine inches lower than it was last 
spring, and is perceptibly going down every week. In the spring of 77 the 
lake was higher than it had been before since the valley was settled, and it is 
now said to be lower than it was any time during the year 76.

Locan.—This city, which is the metropolis of Northern Utah, has rapidly 
approaching completion one of the finest and | t Tabernacles in the Terri- 


tory. The walls are of stone exclusively ; the lower story is completed, and 
the whole building seems to be finished when looked upon from the outside. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the citizens have built this structure without 
assistance, they are now taking bold of the Temple with a will, and are devo- 
ting themselves energetically to its construction. They are building a saw mill 
to furnish the timbers required in the building, and hope to produce more 
lumber than will be required for that purpose, in which case the excess will be 
‘sold, and the fands thus realized applied to the other expenses of the great 
work. A foundry and machine shop have been established on the co-operative 
principle, which turn out castings equal in durability and finish to anything 
‘the States can produce. Other industries are being set on foot, of which we 
will speak hereafter. The water facilities are most excellent for all kinds of 
mills and factories.
